J UMass Lowell 
working on becoming 
a safer place.

Due to strong efforts from 
various members of the UML 
community, our campus is 
becoming a safer place. In the 
wake of attacks at the UMass 
Amherst campus last semester, 
concern about safety has been 
on the rise. According to Dean 
Duggan, many steps are being 
taken to ensure a safe environ¬ 
ment for everyone here at the 
Lowell campus. 

The escort service, which has 
been somewhat unpopular in the 
past, is now available to stu¬ 
dents from 7:00 p.m. to 1:00 
a.m. “This year, our numbers are 
back up. The escort service has 
been successful," explains 
Duggan. The students can take 
advantage of the escorts by call¬ 
ing xZ690from dorm rooms, 
emergency phones, libraries or 
other locations on campus. 

In September, the service will 
be upgraded. Two new 15 pas¬ 
senger vans are currently on 
order. Each will clearly display 


the university emblem and will 
be fully equipped with flashing 
lights, police radios, and med¬ 
ical treatment kits. The drivers 
of the vehicles will undergo 
training over the summer to pre¬ 
pare them for any unanticipated 
situations. Hours of operation 
may also be extended. Duggan 
adds, “This is for the university 
community: faculty, staff, and 
students." 

With the assistance of the 
Criminal Justice program, a 
safety survey will be conducted 


in the upcoming months. The 
survey will be administered to a 
random sampling of campus 
members. Dean Duggan hopes 
that the results will exhibit 
which parts of campus are con¬ 
sidered unsafe. With a grant 
from the President’s Office, the 
areas in question will be 
improved. “We want to install 
more cameras, additional light¬ 
ing, and emergency phones," 
she explains. “It’ll be safe and 
well-lit." 

There are also plans to widen 


the sidewalks in front of Smith 
and Eames to allow more room 
for students walking to classes. 
The bus terminal in that area 
will be augmented, and 20 old- 
fashioned lights will be situated 
in front of the buildings. 

This summer, the lower park¬ 
ing lot area outside of Fox Hall 
will be lost to construction of 
the new Student Union. Plans 
are in the works, however, to 
alleviate any headaches that this

Last Friday, the Graduate 
Student Association (GSA) 
approved the process to apply 
for Graduate Research Grants 
(GRG). Graduate students 
working on their own research 
can apply for up to $1,000 for 
lab supplies, software, copying, 
binding, transportation, soft¬ 
ware or other materials that are 
needed for their work. 
Applications for the GRG’s will 
be available on Wednesday, 

Mar. 1 in the Graduate School 
office, Falmouth 311. The GSA 
had previously allocated 
$25,000 to fund the GRGs. 

Other items on the agenda for 
Friday’s meeting were the offi¬ 
cers’ reports, Library and 
TA/RA Contract Letter 
Subcommittee reports and the 
student trustee report. The 
Professional Development 
Award Committee met after the 
meeting to review the applica¬ 
tions it had received. 

Vice President Chanin 
Kulsetthanchalee reported on 
plans for the GSA banquet that 
will be held Friday, May 5 at 
the Vesper Country Club in 
Tyngsboro. Secretary Magda 
Castillo noted that many of the 
graduate student clubs need to 
turn in minutes for one of their 
meetings last semester as 
required by the GSA 
Constitution. The minutes can 
be e-mailed to her at her stu- 
dent.uml.edu account. Treasurer 
Phala Che presented the month 
budget details and summary. 

Vinod Menon gave the report 
for the Library Subcommittee. 
The library recently launched

It’s also 
made talking with my parents 
much easier because it’s cheaper 
than a calling card.” 


its on-line catalog. In addition 
students can now renew books 
on-line instead of having to 
physically bring them back to 
the library. Although there is 
some confusion among the 
library staff, Menon believes 
that books are initially loaned 
for 45 days and may be 
renewed up to three times for 
14 days each time. The commit¬ 
tee is also trying to work out an 
agreement to purchase four 
scanners for the library system, 
two for Lydon Library, and two 
for O’Leary Library. 

The TA/RA Contract Letter 
Committee was not able to 
make a report because the com¬ 
mittee chair, Luca Saggese, has 
vacated his position. Guillermo 
Zeballos will now chair the 
committee with Martin Forde 
St. Clair, Urska Czek and Vinod 
Menon serving as committee 
members. 

Student Trustee, Brad 
Duquette, addressed the GSA at 
the end of the meeting. 

Duquette reported on his work 
to establish a faculty evaluation 
system, last week’s UMass 
Board of Trustees meeting, and 
improvements made having to 
do with campus safety. He took 
questions from GSA members 
about the instate/out-of-state 
tuition differential for graduate 
employees and the status of the 
GEO contract that awaits 
approval in President Bulger’s 
office. 

Over twenty students attend¬ 
ed the meeting. Sandwiches, 
salad, drinks and dessert were 
served. The dates for the rest of 
the GSA meetings for the year 
are March 3, April 5, and May 
15.

“As you know, getting stu¬ 
dents to vote is an important bus 
challenging task,” said Robin 
Hubbard of the National 
Student Campaign for Voter 
Registration (NSCVR). 

However, sometimes one vote 
can make a difference. In 1988, 
Robert Kennedy from Lowell 
won the election for Governor's 
Council by just one vote. 

Wednesday, Feb. 16 is the last 
day to register to vote for the 
Massachusetts Presidential 
Primary Election. Students who 
would like to register to vote for 
the election can either register 
in their hometowns or here in 
Lowell using their local or dorm 
address. Voters must be 18 on or 
before March 7, the day of the 
primary. 

Registration forms are avail¬ 
able from any town hall, from 
the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth’s office at the 
statehouse by calling 1-800- 
462-VOTE, or on-line from the 
Federal Election Commission 
(FEC) at www.fec.gov/votreg- 
is/vr.htm 

According to Karen Koyne, 
Election Specialist with the 
Voter Election Commission of 
the FEC, Massachusetts is not 
listed as a state that will accept 
a downloaded version of the 
national voter registration form. 
But a member of Secretary of 
State Francis Galvin’s office 
said that the state would accept 
forms downloaded from the 
web. “They are acceptable, but 
we do not recommend that you 
use them, sometimes the for¬ 
matting is not good,” he said. 


According to Galvin’s office, 
students who want to retain 
their voter registration in their 
hometown can request an 
absentee ballot if they do not 
want to return home to vote. 
Ballots must be requested in 
writing from the clerk’s office 
in their hometown. If the stu¬ 
dent is registered as indepen¬ 
dent, then it is important to indi¬ 
cate which party ballot he 
wants. The absentee ballot must 
be returned to the clerk’s office 
by the day before the election. 

But starting with the fall elec¬ 
tion, colleges and universities 
are required to provide more 
opportunities to register through 
their campuses. According to 
Koyne of the FEC, a 1998 
amendment to the Higher 
Education Act of 1965 requires 
that schools provide opportuni¬ 
ties to register before major fed¬ 
eral and state governor’s elec¬ 
tions. According to Hubbard of 
the NSCVR, the regulations are 
not very specific about how 
campuses must comply with the 
registration. “Each school is 
able to determine what will 
work best for them.” 

According to Ellen Duggan, 
UMass Lowell Dean of 
Students, this campus is plan¬ 
ning on complying with the law 
by e-mailing a hyperlink to all 
students that will allow them to 
just point and click to get to 
registration site in the Elections 
Division of the Massachusetts 
Secretary of State’s office. 
Duggan reports that the Office 
of Marketing and 
Communication has been given 
responsibility for implementa¬ 
tion of new requirements on this 
campus.

Could've been better

During the sexual revolution 
of the ‘60s and ‘70s, best-sell¬ 
ing author Jacqueline Susann 
revolutionized sleaze fiction 
with The Valley of the Dolls and 
Once is Not Enough. Before 
Jackie Collins and Danielle 
Steele churned out provocative 
page-tuners, Susann shocked 
and titillated mainstream 
America. Isn Y She Great , the 
new biopic, fails in its attempt 
to vindicate the then scandalous 
author. 

Bette Midler plays the 
Susann, a swaggering 
clotheshorse who dreams of 
fame. She meets publicist Irving 
Mansfield (Nathan Lane) when 
her acting career wanes. Irving, 
who narrates the film, tells us 
he fell in love with Susann the 
first time he saw her playing a 
maid in a short-running off- 
Broadway play. 

Irving promises to make 
Susann a star and he does. 
However, this is where the film 
runs into a snag. The plot hasn’t 
prepared us to believe she could 
write a sensational behind the 
sheets Hollywood romance 
novel. We haven’t seen her hob¬ 


nobbing with the stars or attend¬ 
ing fabulous show biz party. 

The film tries to bring a more 
human element by introducing 
Susann’s autistic son who lives 
in an institution or her fatal bat¬ 
tle with breast cancer. Yet, it is 
hard to empathize with her 
because we’re never shown 
what kind of person she was 
under the fa£ade. We’re not tan¬ 
talized by her candid personali¬ 
ty because we’re never let into 
it. 

In a way, Isn’t She Great is a 
love letter from a loving hus¬ 
band to his vivacious wife. We 
sympathize with Irving because 
Nathan Lane plays him with 
sensitivity. He’s the only char¬ 
acter we can believe. As in 
Frankie and Johnny or The 
Birdcage , Lane’s screen pres¬ 
ence is utterly sincere. 

Midler’s talent seems wasted. 
All she can do is parade around 
in skin-tight leopard skin suits 
trying to look like a star. 
Stockard Channing brings some 
humor to the film as Susann’s 
best friend, a vain actress. 
Playing Susann’s prudis h editor, 
David Hyde Pierce’s deadpan 
delivery renders a few laughs. 

In the end, Isn Y She Great does 
little to celebrate Jacqueline 
Susann, one of the great trash 
novelists of our time.

Research Reactor (UMLRR) provides you a 
multi-disciplinary systems approach to educa¬ 
tion and training where you “learn by doing". 
This ten week summer program carries a stipend 
of $2200. 

In a practical setting, you will study and learn 
the design aspects of real-world systems associ¬ 
ated with nuclear reactor operations such as: 
heat transfer systems, process instrumentation 
and control, water conditioning systems, electri¬ 
cal power distribution, ventilation systems, and 
radiological safety and control. Knowledge is 
gained by working closely with experienced staff 
and faculty and through independent study. 
UML course credit is also available. 

Successful participants can earn three academic 
credits for the internship. They may continue in 
this program during the academic year and com¬ 
plete the requirements for Reactor Operator 
Candidate. Those individuals gain sufficient 
understanding of the facility, reactor theory, and 
procedures and regulations to take and pass a 
Federal licensing examination. Students are then 
provided the opportunity to be hired as staff at 
the UMLRR.

The men and women’s indoor 
track team competed well at the 
Millenium Terrier Classic at the 
very fast Boston University 
Armory Track Facility during 
the weekend of January 29-31. 
As one of the largest and most 
competitive indoor track meets 
in the northeast, it was unusual¬ 
ly small this year but it did not 
leave the River Hawks with sub 
par performances. 

Sophomore and Captain Eric

(Billerica), and Sr. Dan Clark 
(TewksburyO who also placed 
seventh in the open 400 meters 
race in the time of 49.39. The 
Distance Medley team on 
Sunday, with Sherry running a 
3:05 for 1200 meters and fresh¬ 
man phenom Kevin Alliette 
(Methuen) running a 4:16 split, 
gave Lowell a season best time 
of 10:07.47 just ahead of 
Amhest College and 
Northeastern. Levesque also ran 


a great 400 meter leg on the 
DMX team coming back from 
Saturday’s 48.3 split in the qual¬ 
ifying 4x4 team. 

On the distance side, Soph. 

Joe Sans (Naraganset) led the 
way at 3000 meters finishing 
with a PR and team leading 
tiem of 8:56.17. The 4x800 
meter relay team placed fourth 
in 7:52.71. Soph Brian Labriola 
(Stoneham), Sr. Mikey Maher 
(Brockton), and Sr. Steve 
Langis (Peabody) all ran well 
putting the team well ahead of 
Miami University and nearly 
beating the winner St. Joseph’s 
Storm (7:50) and runner’s up 
Coppin State and Delaware. 

The infield saw Senior and 
Captain Chris Shaffer (Billerica) 
throw a season best in the shot- 
put of 47’ - 3.5”. That hurl was 
good enough for fourth place 
while classmate Jeff “Muffin” 
Skowronek (North Woodmere, 
NY) threw 46’ -8” for eighth 
place. High jumper Fresh and 
football play Glen Opie (North 
Port, FI) leaped his way to a 
third place finish in his primary 
even at 6’ -4”. 

The women on Sunday gave 
coach George Davis sprint 
fever. Three of his girls ran 
under 7.3 in the 55 meter dash 
while former All-American 
Graduate Erica Towlson was a 
click above in 7.33. Sr. Erica 
Rice (Boston) led the threesome 
in 7.25 placing seventh in the 
trials while sophmores Latiffa 
Peeples (Dorchester) and Jill 
Croft (.Gardner) both ran 7.27 


for eighth and ninth places 
respectively. Rice later ran a 

25.93 200 meter placing her 
ninth and Peeples ran to sixth 
place in the same event (25.6). 
Crogt, off the track, high 
jumped to eighth place witha 
leap of 5’ -4.25”. 

Freshman standout Heather 
Oldham (Woburn) continued her 
tear on the shotput curcuit plac¬ 
ing second behind Seton Hall’s 
Jana Burton’s throw of 45’ - 
5.25”.
